THE new Gtadesvillt^ bridge, which Princess Marina will open on October 
2, can 'I challenge the Harbor Bridge as Sydney's dominating landnmrk. 
Bui il is one of thir most graceful bridges buill anywhrre, anti has ihf longest 
(1000ft.) cwicrete arch in the world, li has cost £2,300,000. 

Moreover, road engineers say that the new bridge, which has six lanes 
imJiitemipicd by toll-gales, will allow a pcak-lirtur traffic flow of up to 
12,000 vrliici<s an hour, about the same as the Harbor Bridge's road 
capacity. 

Ttic old iron bridge at Cladesvilh', vrith its two narrow lanes, will be 
pulled down, and ships' captains will be glad to sec it go. It was built 80 
years ago, and many a collier and oil tanker has fouled the narrow opening 
when mainKuvring through iu a difficult current. The new bridge rises 
high enough (120ft. above high tide) for ships to pass below. 

It is a link in the North-Western Expressway, which wUI lead througli 
Hunters Hill and Lane Cove to the Pacific Highway. The new bridge 
immediately eaws congestion of tiaffic from the dty to Gladesvillc and Ryde, 
hut widei effects WMi't be tell until the Tarban Creek bridge is completed. 
Even then Sydney's cross-Harbor transport problems will 
be far from solved. More north-si dere are driving to work, 
and experts have been saying tliat a dedaion is urgently 
needed on the locatioD of another big bridge ... so that 
MORE north-siders can drive to work.

I remained on in Nairobi, 
but when tbe school temi 
ended I hitrli-hiked down tn 
Mombasa and took a boat to 
England. I couJdn't ataad 
being without him any 
longer. 

1 found Ian in a small 
room of Ward 5 at Stolte 
Mandevitlc. 

He was plrasied to isee me, 
though not surpri&iMl. 

Through the grapevine he 
had heart! I wai coming 
anil oii the table was a bunch 
of jfcllow roses he'd ordered 
especially for me. 

He still had the bedaires, 
some of thum as large as a 
plate. They would prevent 
him From sitting up for 
another eight months. 

But to me it seemed a 
wonderful change had ctMne 
over him. 

Before, tmder his cheerful 
antt game esterior, he had 
been in mcstil torment, re- 
lieved only by the odd crazy 
hope he would cue day get 
on his feet again and walk. 

Now, all hope had gone. 

He had ajjced for the 
whole truth about his fisturc, 
and got iL Tie would rcntain 
as he was, paralysed from 
the nerk down.

And Lhrre was Reg Mal- 
jngj^ an electronics engineer, 
to whom Ian had given an 
idea. 

That idea hai since be- 
come the famuu.s Breath of 
Life Machine — . an inatru- 
tnent by which a totally in- 
capacitated person can do 
iiuch things as type, tele- 
phone, rin^ tiidls, evm oper- 
ate a precision machine tool 
by {nicking and puffing at a 
tube. 

Alwayi ri!ady lor a chat, 
a joke, to listen, to mggesi, 
Ian meant somctiititg to each 
oi these people. The last sub- 
ject he wanted to talk about 
W3£ himself. 

"He'U be remembered in 
Sioke as the patient who 
never complained," one sis- 
ter remarked to me, 

Rirthday 

My birthday came round 
on September 26, and as a 
prtaenc Ian gave me a 
leather jewel ca^e he had 
stitched together him-wlf, 
using hi* leeth and, as he 
admitted, a little help from 
the occupational therapist. 

I was moved to teari. 

It wasi't just the thought 
and the trouble he'd been i^o, 
but an idea that was in- 
finitely sad to me. I'he idea 
of a man, once such a n)aB- 
ntficent physical specimen, 
iKing reduced to doing 
thingi with his teeth, much 
like a sort of intelligent and 
animated cartoon dog. 

ThcTC wau a momentary 
glimpse ol the sort of future 
I saw in it For Ian. fje must 
have seen tbe horror in my 
[ace because he didn't say 
much the rest of that day. 

Perhaps they were his own 
thoughts, too, for next day 
he suddenly a-ilied cne to pot 
a pencil in his mouth and 
hold a writing pad up to 
him. 

I did as he said, aod I 
watched him draw for ihc 
Gesi lirac. 

After a while I had to ask 
him tu itup — 1 couldn't 
breathe with excitement. It 
wab a humnrtms sketch. 



"I didn't know you ciwld 
draw," I said. 

'T dirin't either," he said. 

That year he drew all his 
own Christmas cards. It was 
the start ol his Christmas- 
card business whii^h has 
grown into quite a nseftil 
sideline.

Stoke wa* bom of the 
faith and skill of one 
man, Dr. Ludwig Gnttmann, 
who pioneered the treat- 
ment of spina] injuries 
twenty years ago.

They play games — Tve 
seen faat basketball matches 
in H'liich wheelchairs were 
frequently overturned.

Stoke was undoubtedly tbe 
right place for Ian. But the 
spark was inside hitn and 
nothing, not even a super- 
human obstacle, could sup- 
press It. 

He once said, "To me it 
was a challenge — being 
turned iiuide out and 
changed. 

"I thought of it a£ being 
a lot. of new ground to 
cover, everything having to 
be learned new, and I 
always did like novelty, 

"I was bom .obstinate, f 
didn't want to be just a 
miserable hunk of ruin if I 
could help it." 

I had a job teaching in 
Ayle^ury, Dear Stokc. But 
my Sparc time was spent 
with Ian. 

In the hcupital I came 
and went as I pleased. 

Ian and I never disriisRed 
plans, "We ju^ drifted from 
day to day, swept along in 
the curreiit of hospital life. 

The months went by. 

The big event we were 
M'ailing for was fan's first 
day up in a wheelchair. It 
cTventually came in April, 
and with it a nuirvelloui 
sense of freedom for him. 

I had bought a small car. 

The phy-sioiherapist showed 
me how to lift Ian in and
